KEY FACTOR IN 
ENERGY FUTURE 


PORTERVILLE — World 
supply of fossil fuels in limited 
and at anticipated rate of 


consumption will be 90 percent 
exhausted by the year 2,000. 

If economy of the United 
States and of the world is to 
continue at its present pace and 
also expand, other sources of 
energy must be developed. 

Nuclear power -is a major 
factor in the necessary shift 
away from fossil fuels. 

This was the basic thought 
presented by Richard A. Du Val, 
director of Space and Energy 
Programs, Atomic 
commission, when he spoke 
Tuesday noon at a meeting of 
the Porterville Rotary club at 
Gang Sue’s. 

Du Val listed four sotrces of 
energy now being developed: 
Solar, geothermal, fusion reactor 
and breeder nuclear reactor. 

Commenting on these, he said 
that solar energy is being 
initially used to heat and cool 
buildings, that its long-term

Pesticides 
Sale By Phone 


VISALIA — Out-of-state 
telephone salesmen have 
recently been calling California 
residents, offering herbicides 
that will control all weeds for 
three years. 

County Agricultural 
Commissioner Clyde R. 
Churchill is warning farmers 
against buying such pesticides 
over the telephone. He says 
many of the pesticides have been 


. banned from county use because 


they contain 2, 4-D, plus soil 
sterilants that would not be 
desirable to use on farm land. 

Since these _ pesticide 
representatives are based out of 
state, there is no person for the 
farmer to contact locally in case 
of crop damage or any other 
problems arising out of use of 
the chemicals. 

Churchill warned, ‘Since 
some of the pesticides being sold 
are restricted and need a permit, 
farmers should note they may be 
in violation of both county and 
state laws and regulations when 
buying and using material from

commercial application will not 
become significant until early in 
the next century; geothermal 
sources may create 20,000 
megowatts of electricity by 
1985; fusion reactors present a 
virtually unlimited source of 
energy, with this program being 
accelerated at present, but not 
until the second decade of the 
year 2000 will it begin to reach 
its potential; breeder nuclear 
reactors now offer the major 
means of bridging the gap 
between reliance on fossil fuels 
and development of new energy 


sources, as well as offering the 
means of stretching a limited 
world supply of uranium into an 
energy source for centuries 
ahead. 

First breeder nuclear reactor 
demonstration plant is scheduled 
to go into operation at Oak 
Ridge, Tennessee in 1980. 

Concerning the “present 
generation” of nuclear power 
plants, DuVal. said 52 are 
licensed to operate in the United 
States; 59 others are under 
construction; 118 are in the 
planning stage. 

He said there has been some 
cutback on nuclear power plant 
construction because of tight 
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money and current conservation 
and ecological patterns. 

Du Val presented an 
extensive background analysis of 
development of nuclear energy 
and also covered. two points 
commonly presented by persons 
opposing construction of nuclear 
power plants - danger in case of 
failure of safety factors and the 
great amount of water needed in 
nuclear power plant cooling 
systems. 

Du Val said that the nuclear 
power industry “has an enviable 
record of safety?’ that under 
federal regulations rigid safety 
requirements must be met, and 
that there is “‘no intention to 


relax safety standards.” 

Concerning water for plant 
cooling, he pointed out that here 
in California the Pacific ocean 
offers a solution. 

Attending the Rotary 
meeting to hear Du Val were 
some 200 persons, including 
State Senator Howard Way; 
County Supervisors Don Baird, 
Ray Muller, and Fred Batkin, 
the latter board chairman; 
Wayne Robertson, manager of 
the Tulare county chamber of 
commerce; Myron Corwin, new 
president of the Porterville 
chamber; Jim Sorenson and Bill 
Alexander, prominent engineers 
associated with California water 
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in your own family enterprise 
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development; and Harold Fox. 
president, and Alvin Runyon. 
vice president of the Tulare 
County Farm Bureau. 

The speaker was introduced 
by Barney Richardson, a past 
president of both the Rotary 
club and the Porterville chamber 
of commerce,
